The first rule of flower portraiture 
is: Avoid harsh lighting. By this. I 
mean that flowers seldom make good 
pictures under direct, midday sun.

The light between ten and three i. 
the summer is so intense that yot 
get an over-abundance of chalk, 
highlights and inky shadows. T 
catch the subtle beauty of the coloi 
ings in flowers, it is much better t 
work under the slanting rays of tin 
sun in early morning or late aftc 
noon. 
You will doubtless want to tal. 
close-ups of some of the flowers. U 
your camera will not focus closer 
than ten feet, or thereabouts, get a 
portrait attaoiunent (a simple, inex­ 
pensive lens that fits over the regu­ 
lar lens). With it you can get very 
close to your subjects, for striking 
and beautiful shots. 
Here’s another trick. To make a 
particular flower or plant stand out 
vividly, get a big sheet of gray card­ 
board and stand it up back of the 
flower, far enough away so that—if 
you are using direct sunlight—no 
shadows fall on it 
To catch the color values of flow­ 
ers, you’ll need to use the new super- 
zensitive panchromatic film. "Pan­ 
chromatic” means the film is capable 
of recording, in monochrome of 
course, a wide range of colors. Your 
photo dealer will help you select the 
best film for your special needs, and 
you will get snapshots to which you 
can point with pride and say, “I 
snapped that one.”

“The rights of cities and towns 
in their legal relations to

“The long draw n-out battle be­ 
tween California, Mo., 
and 
the 
Missouri Utilities 
Co., illustrate 
the point. This case has been in 
the courts for more than six years. 
The Missouri Utilities Co., had a 
franchise under which it furnish­ 
ed electricity to California. When 
the franchise expired in 1929, the 
com m unity undertook to 
su p p ly 
its own electricity. It built a m u­ 
nicipal plant and asked the Mis­ 
souri Utilities Co., to vacate the 
streets. 
“The 
legal 
contest 
resulting 
from this forthright action 
has 
gone to and fro. As the battle pro­ 
gressed, it became more and more 
apparent that California was on 
very solid ground. She has the im­ 
pressive decisions of the United 
States Suprem e Court to support 
her. One of these decisions was 
in the case of the street railw ay 
company at Detroit, the other in 
the case of the w ater company at 
Denver. In both 
instances, 
the 
franchises under which the com­ 
panies were operating had expir­ 
ed, and the Suprem e Court 
up­ 
held the right of the city to its 


streets. The law of the land holds 
plainly that al) such communities 
can say, at the expiration of a

“This is just what Ben Ely, i 
Special Commissioner of the Mis­ 
souri Supreme Court has said in 
case of California.
